I cannot et any rate discover that 
the words which I spoke here on two 
occasions were received in hostile 
countries objectively and without 


prejudice. Moreover, discussion in 


an intimate gathering alone could 
lead to understanding on many in- 
dividual questions which can really 
be settied only by compromise.” 

It y been repeatedly said that 
we do not contemplate retaining, but 
that we must be safeguarded from 
a country with which we desire after 
the war to live in peace and friend- 
ship, becoming the object ‘or the 
jumping-off ground of enemy machi- 
nations. If, therefore. a proposal 
came from the sopposing side, for 
example, from the government in 
Havre, we should not adopt an an- 
tagonistic attitude, even though the 
discussion at first might only be un- 
binding. 

“Meanwhile, ft does not appear as 
if Mr. Runciman’s suggestion has a 
chance of assuming tangible shape 
and I must adhere to the existing 
methods of dialogue across the chan- 


nel and ocean. 


WILSON’S MESSAGE. 

“Adopting this method, I readily 
admit that President Wilson's mes- 
sage of February 11 represents, per- 
haps, a small step toward a mutual 
rapprochement. I, therefore, pass 
over the preliminary and excessively 
long declarations in order to address 
myself immediately to the four prin- 
ciples which, in President Wilson's 
epinion, must be applied in a mu- 
tual exchange of views. 

“The first clause says that each 
part of the final settlement must be 
based upon the essential justice of 
that particular case and upon such 
adjustments as are most likely to 
bring agpeace that will be perma- 
nent. 

“Who would contradict this? The 
phrase coined by the great father of 
the church, Augustine, 1500 years ago 
— Justitia fundamentum regnorum’ 
— still valid today. Certain it is

Now, in the fourth clause, he 
demands that all well-defined na- 
tional aspirations shall be accorded 
the utmost satisfaction that can be 
accorded them without introducing 
new or perpetuating old elements of 
discord and antagonism that would 
be likely in time to break the peace 
of Europe and, consequently, of the 
world. Here, also, I can give assent 
in principle, and I declare, there- 
fore, with President Wilson, that a 
— peace Qn such a basis is dis- 
cussable. 


“Only one reservation is made. 
These principles must not be pro- 
posed by the President of the United 
States alone, but they must be also 
recognized definitely by all states and 
nations. President Wilson, who re- 
proached the German Chancellor 
with a certain amount of backward- 
ness, seems to me in his flight of 
ideas to have hurried far in advance 
of existing realities. 

‘Certainly, a league of nations 
erected upon justice and mutual un- 
selfish appreciation, a conaition of 
humanity in which war, together 
with all that remains of the earliest 
barbarism, should have completely 
disappeared, and in which there 
should he no bloody sacrifices, no 
self-mutflation of peoples, no de- 
struction of laboriously ulred cul- 
tural values—that wenld be an aim 
devoutly to be desired. 

“But that aim has not yet been 
reached. There does not exist a 
court of arbitration set up by ‘all 
nations for the safeguarding of peace 
in the name of justice. When Presi- 
dent Wilson incidentally says that 
the German Chancellor is speaking 
te the court of the entire world. I 
must, as things stands today, in the 
name of the German Empire and 
her allies, decline the court as 
prejudiced, joyfully as I would greet 
it, if an impartial court of arbi- 
tration existed, and gladly as I would 
co-operate to realize such ideals.

“Unfortunately, however, there is 
no trace of a similar state of mind 
on the part of the leading powers 
in the Entente.

“Peace negotiations with Rumania 
began at Bucharest yesterday. It 
ap necessary that Secretary 
Von Kuchlmann should be present 
there during the first days when the 
foundations were laid. Now, how- 
ever, he will presumably soon go to 
Brest-Litovsk. 

“It is to be remembered regard- 
ing negotiations with Rumania that 
we are not taking part in them 
alone, and are under obligation to 
champion the interests. of our al- 
lies, Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria ana 
Turkey, and to see to it that a com- 
promise is arranged there regard- 
ing any divergent desires that will 
possibly give rise to difficulties, but 
these difficulties will be overcome. 
With regard to Rumania, too, the 
guiding principle will be that we 
must, and desire to, convert into 
friends the states with which, on 
the basis of the success of our army, 
we now conclude peace.

with concerns previously mentioned 
in testimony except that Priebe & 
Co. merely acted as a selling agent. 

Accusations that the packers gob- 
bled the little dealers, stified them 
by underselling and by juggling 
prices, were made by several wit- 
nesses, among them T. A. Buchanan, 
a poultry and egg dealer of Har- 
din, Mo.

| ‘providing for the 1920 census will be 


reported in a few days by the House 
Census Committee. It became 
known today that the organization 


for the collection of the statistics 
will be larger than ever. Supervisors 
and enumerators of population end 
agriculture probably will number 
between 85,000 and 90,000, and for 
manufacturers, mines and quarries, 
under separate supervision, there 
will be 1500 employees in the field, 
with from 10090 to 5000 clerks and 
other employees in the census office.

A general outline of Oliver Mo- 


rosco’s plans for next summer in 
California arrived here yesterday 
morning by telegraph from Moros-

AWING OFF THE LIMB. 

In its buoyant programme of price-fixing, 
regulation and assessment the government 
should take due and proper heed of the pos- 
sibilities of the future as well as the eager 
demands of the moment. Business should 
be kept in that condition which will enable 
it to splendidly and patriotically respond to 
all the requirements placed upon it. It 


should be reviewed by a friendly rather 


than a hostile eye and not thrown into the 
arena for the sport of unskilled politicians. 

The bulk of the bond subscriptions, the 
heavy end of the income tax and of the 
extra financial levies resultant from the 
great war come from what is generally de- 
nominated as “Business.” Into it and out 
of it the stream of yellow gold is ceaseless- 
ly flowing. The farmer, the laborer, the 
home-buyer of the small bond or the news- 


boy with his thrift stamp, all have to draw - 


their store from this channel. Business may 
be likened to a mighty tree whose roots 
draw sustenance from many directions and 
sources and whose fruit and foliage furnish 
life and shelter to the multitude. Yet 
storms may fell or drouths may kill. To 
the friendly care of the skilled orchardist 
it will respond gloriously and its benign 
service May be immeasurably enlarged. 

One of the earliest impressions of the 
cartoonist as we know him today gave to 
our eyes a picture of the well-intentioned 
but heedless rustic who was industriously 
sawing off the chief limb of a fine tree while 
himself seated thereon. His weight made 
the severance of the branch easier and he 
gained the position of greatest advantage 
for his work, but ft was mighty disastrous 
when the crash came. 

Ordinarily such a spectacle might be mere- 
ly amusing, or perchance call for a good- 
natured warning, but if the man on the limb 
should happen to be your Uncle Sam it 
assumes the proportions of a tragedy. Not 
only is the beauty and existence of the tree 
imperiled, but there is impending disaster 
for the unthinking woodman. 

In its plans of taxation and regulation the 
government should seek to avoid that which 
would impair the tax-paying abilities of 
business for the future. To regulate a con- 
cern out of business helps nobody. The 
government may take all it has for the mo- 
ment, but loses its splendid capacities for 
the days and years ahead. Thus far it has 
not been assumed that the administration 
can compel a man to carry on a business 
against his will. It may draft his services 
for military operations or tax his income 


to the breaking point, but it has not urged | 


its authority to require him to put his time 
and money into a business that must be 
operated at a positive loss. 

The government provides best for its fu- 
ture when its system of regulation and tax- 
ation encourages extensions and better- 
ments rather than conscriptin? the means 
for enlargement. War is a dreadfully sert- 
ous business, but not more so than the busi 
ness of providing the means for carrying it 
on or expediting it. That could not well be 
made certain if the administration should 
undertake a policy to hobble industry or 
put commerce on crutches. In spreading 
out the burden of war there is some justifi- 
cation for the claim that an undue propor- 
tion bas been placed upon “business.” The 
administration has not hesitated to assume 
complete control and operation, to fix prices, 
to regulate the output and limit profits. 
Ordinarily these acts would be heralded as 
confiscation, but these are extraordinary 
times, and business has patiently acquiesced 
under the pleas_of patriotism and the larger 
good. 

Still heavier burdens and greater taxes 
will doubtless be imperative. In the earlier 
stages of our world embroilment considera- 
ble stress was laid upon the watchword, 
“Business as usual.” Since that time it has 
been amended so that it reads something 
like this: “There is but one business in the 
world—the winning of the war—and that 
alone may have attention.” Yet the gov- 
ernment doubtless realizes that the biggest 
business of all is paying the price for win- 
ning the war, and for this it must be heavily 
dependent upon commerce, industry and ag- 
riculture—upon “big business.” There is a 
cycle of interest which includes almost 
every American citizen, but in the finals 
the welfare of the nation rests upon its 
commercial and industrial diversity and ac- 
tivity. We could neither win the war nor 
live a Nun if we made nothing but mu- 
nitions 

There is no desire to hamper or impair 


the administration in the great tasks before 


it—only a prayer for wisdom and intelli- 
gence that shall inspire a policy toward 
business that will enable it to cheerfully 
meet the still vaster responsibilities and 


finncial burdens that must devolve upon it. . 


We speak not in reproof, but warning. 
Uncle Sam is supported by the LIMB OF 
BUSINESS, from whose strength and health 
he derives his revenues. Don't saw off the 
limb! If business is halted and employ- 
ment ceases, who will pay the taxes, who 
will buy the bonds?

NPATRIOTIO FADDISTS. 


Municipal ownership faddists in the 


city government have apparently reached 
the end of their tether. Despite lamenta- 
tions about the wickedness of others that 
even Jeremiah never exceeded, the Federal 
fuel administrators of the Pacific Coast re- 
spectfully but firmly request that the city 
shall cease duplicating the distributing sys- 


tems of existing power companies for the. 


period of the war. The Federal agents call 
pointed attention to the fact that the weste 


of copper wire in such duplication is unpar- | 


donable, and that the money so expended 
could be devoted to a patriotic purpose by 
building hydroelectric power plants along 
the line of the aqueduct, thus releasing 2000 
barrels of oil, now used daily by the Edison 
Company, to the Federal government. 

D. M. Fulsom, Federal petroleum admin- 
istrator for the Pacific Coast, has sent a 
communication to Mayor Woodman calling 
his attention to the request of Mr. Schwa- 
bacher, Federal fuel administrator for Cali- 
fornia, that the city cease this wasteful 
duplication and urging “your compliance 
with this request as a patriotic duty.” 

In hig communication Mr. Fulsom quotes 
from the letter of Mr. Schwabacher to the 
Public Utilities Board in which Mr. Schwa- 
bacher urged that “the funds available from 
the bonds of the city of Los Angeles be used 
to develop hydroelectric power rather than 
in duplication of existing distribution facil- 
ities.” It hydroelectric energy is utilized 
that would otherwise go to waste, a patri- 
etic constructive measure of conservation

will be accomplished. And Mr. Fulsom 
adds, “With Mr. Schwabacher’s request 1 
am in complete accord.” Then comes the 
significant comment: “There can be no 
question of the right and power of the Fuel 
Administration under the Lever Act to order 
and enforce the closing of some of the steam 
plants now supplying the city of Los An- 
geles with power, if the present potential 
shortage becomes acute.” 

Faced with the alternative of the closing 
of the steam plants now supplying the citi- 
zens of Los Angeles with light and power, 


these intolerant Pharaohs of the city gov- 


ernment are still persisting in a policy 
which permits hydroelectric power equal to 
that generated by the use of 4000 barrels of 
fuel oil, daily, to go to waste on the aque 
duct, while money that could make that 
power available is used to parallel the ‘dis- 
tributing system of a local light and power 
company. 

From the Federal government's point of 
view the situation is becoming acute. Mr. 
Schwabacher pointed out in his communica- 
tion that the Edison Company is using 2000 
barrels of fuel oil daily in its Long Beach 
plant to generate light and power for de- 
livery in Los Angeles. The government 
asks that the city shall take bond money 
now available and use it in building power 
plants along the aqueduct in order to re- 
lease that oil for use by the government in- 
stead. 

Under existing conditions the request is 
certainly a reasonable one. Fuel is neces- 
sary to win the war; but here are 2000 bar- 
rels of oil wasted daily because the devel- 
opment of the power along the aqueduct 
would interfere temporarily with the munic- 
ipal ownership plans of a little coterie of 
Los Angeles faddists who seem to care more 
about adding another department to the city 
pay roll than aiding to win the war. 

If their attitude were to be assumed by 
the rest of the country Germany could in 
truth laugh to scorn the attempts of the 
American people to wage war. Germany 


has maintained her armies in the field by 


reason of the civilian support behind the 
lines. When the copper shortage was acute 
a number of German municipalities volun- 
tarily stripped poles and conduits of their 
copper cables and turned them over to the 
government. 

It is very probable, however, that the 
reckless waste by the Public Utilities 
Board will be checked summarily by the 


Federal government through the medium of 


the Federal Reserve Board. This board has 
been empowered by Congress to pass upon 
all sales of bonds or other securities by mu- 
nicipalities. The money for duplicating the 
existing power lines is raised through a 
“wash sale” of bonds by the city. It is im- 
possible to sell the power bonds in the pub- 
lic market; but the city authorities raise 
the money by 
the Water Board and the purchase price is 
taken from the water sinking fund. Under 
the terms of the new Federal law, however, 
the city must secure the consent of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board before further bond 
sales from one department to another may 
be made. And it is extremely unlikely that, 
in view of communications already sent, the 
government will consent to a continued 
waste of copper and money to further the 
ends of a little coterie who are using pub- 
lic funds to gratify private spite.

One Dead, Fifteen Hurt in 


the Pavement.

One dead, one probably fatally 
hurt and fifteen others injured was 
the toll of street car and automobile 
accidents in Los Angeles yesterday. 
Eleven of these were children, most 
of them hurt when a school bus col- 
lided with a street car at Fourth 
Street and Vermont avenune. 

The bus, driven by David Orhland, 


Was taking the children from their 
homes to the Westlake Schoo! for 
girls, No. 533 South Westmoreland, 
when the accident occurred. Phe 
street car, No. 411, in charge of 
Conductor B. M. May and Motorman 


P. A. Traynor, was traveling south on 


Vermont avenue and the bus east 
on Fourth street. The accident oc- 
curred, the police say, when the mo- 
torman and driver of the bus mis- 
judged the speed at which both 
were traveling. 

The victims of the collision are 
Betty Rhodes, Helomond Ham- 
mond, Estelle Summers, Dorothy 
Fischer, Marie MecClowsky, Cather- 
ine McConpelf, Helen McFariand. 
Patricia hatcher and Ma orie 
Hammond. They were taken to the 
Clara Barton Hospital, where treat- 
ment for head and face lacerations 
and bruises was given. All weise 
taken home, with the exception of 
the first three, who remained for 
further treatment: 

The driver of the bus escaped 
without injury. The impact of the 
collision was so great that it threw 
passengers on the crowded street 
car from their seats, and one man, 
whose name was given as A. Fanor 
of No. 322 East Third street, was 
hurt. He was taken to his home. 

The first fatal accident of the day 
occurred at Pico and Hill street, 
where B. W. Gunn, a salesman of 
No. 631 South Spring street, living 
at No. 919 South Grand avenue, re- 
ceived injuries frum which he died 
at the Receiving Hospital several 
hours later. 

Gunn, according to eyewitnesses, 
attempted to catch a street car just 
as it began to gather speed, and got 
hold of the rear platform handle. 
The force of the momentum threw 
him backward, his head striking the 
sidewalk. An emergency operation 
was performed by Assistant Police 
Surgeons Zorb and Connerty, but

Clara Musick, 4 years old, was 

probably fatally injured when she 
was hit by a Temple-street car at 
Temple and Hill streets.

meeting, nor does any of the sub- 
sequent acts of the strikers show 
which of them had entered into the 
combination, save as to such of the 
strikers as are shown to have ac- 
tually participated in the unlawful 
picketing. 

The effect of the injunction will 
be, however, as if the injunction 
ran against all the individual mem- 
bers of the local ugion, because, the 
court says, the injunction must is- 
Sue against the unincorporated as- 
sociation, which is the local union 
or lodge, 

“And all members of that asso- 
clation who have knowledge of the 
injunction will be bound thereby 
and guilty of contempt in the event 
of any wilful violation thereof.” 


ASSOCIATION A PARTY.
